an -ultimatum by the Japanese con- 
sul-general, giving Mayor Wu Teh- 
Chen until 6 o'clock Thursday eve- 
ning to reply.

Two thousand

British marines stood by to defend

as five times that 
many Chinese soldiers -were deploy- 
ed to defend the city from Japanese 
occupation.

Meanwhile, at London the British 


government gave serious considera- 
tion, to the situation in Shanghai as 
the result of conversations in Wash- 
ington between Secretary

Stimson and the British ambassador. 


Shanghai—(XP)—A force of about 


2,400 United States and British ma- 
rines prepared today to take over 
the defense of 
the 
international 


settlement In Shanghai as approxi- 
mately 10,000 Chinese troops were 
deployed, apparently determined to 
defend the city from occupation by 
the Japanese. 


Late in the afternoon 
Japanese 


consular officials said a representa- 
tive of Mayor Wu Teh-Chen called 
at the consulate and stated unoffi- 
cially that a reply -would. be Issued 
accepting the Japanese demands in 
their entirety. 


At the same time, however, it was 


learned that Japanese 
authorities 


today began to evacuate their na- 
tionals from nearby places in the 
Yangtze valley. 


The force of American 
marines 


numbers about 1,200 and has been 
here since 1927 when Chiang Kai- 
Shek's Nationalist northern 
drive 


menaced Shanghai. 
The 
British 
have a similar force. 


The United States troops began 


to erect barbed wire entanglements 
along the boundaries of the settle- 
ment during the afternoon. British 
and American authorities emphasiz- 
ed, however, that the action was 
"purely precautionary." 
Prepare for Invasion 


The Chinese forces showed a de- 


termined attitude to bottle up the 
city, and began open 
efforts 
to 


meet a possible invasion. They es- 
tablished military patrols

Frank Naile, Pinto's 
uncle and 


proprietor of the 
restaurant, and 


Frederico Passeretti, 
an employe, 


were lodged In the county jail at 
Blkhorn on orders of Sheriff James 
Mason. 


Two men entered the restaurant 


about 7 o'clock p. m., Naile said, and 
asked for Pinto. They -were strang- 
ers, he said, but indicated they were 
friends of Pinto. Naile said'he called 
to his nephew, 
who was 
in the 


kitchen with Passeretti. 


When Pinto stepped through the 


kitchen door the 
gunman nearest 


him drew a revolver and shot Pinto 
five times in the head and body. He 
died almost instantly. 


Meanwhile, Naile told authorities, 


the other man covered him with fl, 
revolver and threatened to shoot if 
he attempted to give an alarm. Af- 
ter warning Naile and Passeretti, 
who ran out of the kitchen when the 
shots were fired, to keep quiet about 
the killing for at least an hour, the 
slayers walked out. 


Naile did not report the shooting 


to police for more than an hour. He 
told the sheriff he could give no rea- 
son for the shooting. Passeretti also 
declared he was unable to furnish a 
motive. There were no other persons 
in the restaurant at the time, they 
said.

er of the submarine's mother ship, 
the Dolphin, that he feared the men 
were lost.

up most bravely gave way to despair 
at this. 


There were rumors the ship had 


been located on the bottom-by air- 
planes especially equipped for the 
work, and communication had been 
established with the men inside, but 
these reports were denied by the ad- 
miralty office. 


Another rumor said one of the 


planes had sighted a large patch of 
oil on the service, but it developed it 
was only mud stirred up by drags 
scraped along the bottom by 
the 


salvagers. 


Seek Information 


The admiralty office sent a man 


over to Calais to talk to the cap 
tain of a coasting vessel who was re- 
ported to have seen the M-2 heave 
up by the bow and go stern first. 


Although they had little hope of 


rescuing any of the men alive, the 
salvage vessels stayed on the job, 
dragging Dead Man's bay where the 
ship went down in 17 fathoms to 
the bottom of the English channel. 


They tried to send divers down, 


but strong currents made the work 
perilous and these operations were 
discontinued until the tide should 
fall later tonight. 


It was thought the crew could live 


not more than 48 hours inside the 
M-2 and it was 
ominous that al- 


though the most delicate listening 
apparatus was being used, there was 
no sound of the tappmg that the 
trapped men might make on the in 
side of the hull.

GARDEN HOBBY 


IS SUGGESTED 
BY DILF. AUST 


Relationship of Home With 


Planting Plans 
Out- 


lined by Expert 


"Find your garden hobby, then 


Ida it to death to learn to love a 
garden or home grounds," declared 
Dr. Franz A. Aust of the hortlcul- 
ure department of the University 
of Wisconsin 
in his lecture on 


planting plans at the third meeting 
of the landscape school Wednesday 
night at Appleton Vocational school. 


Dr. Aust stressed the relationship 


of the home with each step of the 
planting plans, pointing out that 
every detail of planting must center 
about the home as its central theme. 
3e illustrated with rock gardens, 
bird gardens, fish pools or borders 
as particular garden 
hobbies, de- 


claring that each of these has a 
definite place in home grounds, in 
a spot where they may be seen 
rom the house windows most fre- 
quently used. 


"The perfect home grounds," he 


said, "are 
those which not only 


please the eye, stimulate thoughts, 
>ut please our souls because they 
are a part of our homes and living. 
Bring vistas 
of your 
neighbors' 


jrounds Into your backyards, 
by 


framing a gabled room through half 
•evealing trees and open pictures of 
nearby views by bringing them Into 
your grounds with framing shrubs 
or trees." 


Near Views Best 


Dr. Aust pointed out that near 


views are usually best framed with 
small trees or large shrubs, while 
distant views should, be- framed with 
material in keeping with the main 
object seen. The color of the bark, 
texture of foliage are 
important 


features in. selecting material 
for 


iraming views. By elides, he showed 
low sunsets, river scenes or an In- 
teresting slant of a neighbor's roof 
may bring an interesting 
picture 


study Into one's grounds. 


Gardens features such as benches, 


pergolas and arbors must have a 
definite reason for being placed in 
a certain spot, Dr. Aust said. An 
arbor should function as a gate and 


Ive tl.e feeling of leading further 


and if a pergola is equipped with 
seats it should have a background. 
The bird bath in a formal garden 
should be placed either at the end 
of the walk or "where the garden 
path diverges. Don't place a garden 
seat, he said, just for the sake of 
aaving one, but for some definite 
reason, perhaps the view that may 


seen by sitting down, or because 


t is near a pool where reflections 
of the distant side of the 
garden 


form an artistic picture. 


An <-ffective treatment of the dry- 


ing area and clothesline problems of 
the modern home is to put up a 
clothesline support in the garden 
area, making it into a trellis or gar- 
den seat. The line stretches from. 
this support to the garage or house 
and may be taken down each week 
after washday, leaving 
the 
yard 


beautiful. 


In discussing the front lawns of 


homes, Dr. Aust declared that It is 
here that home owners owe a duty 
to the community, a development 
which he declared was characteristic 
of Appleton. 


"People have no right to their 


front lawns if we are a true de-mo- 
cracy," Dr. Aust said. "You can do 
what you like with your backyards 
but it is your duty to bs a party of 
the community in your front yards." 


He discouraged the 
"cooped-up" 


effects of hedge-rows and confining- 
fences. 


Must Proportion Walks 


The primary utilitarian features 


of the home grounds are the drives, 
terraces and walks, which must be 
well proportioned, pleasingly curved 
and related to other 
architectural 


features. In tho approach 
of the 


driveway and walks, the determin- 
ing factors include tho best views 
of the house, tho location of the 
entrance to the buildings and the 
direction of traffic in front of the 
house. This last point was illus- 
trated by the curved walk by Mr. 
Aust, who pointed out that it would 
be against reason to have a walk 
curved in the wrong direction if 
pedestrians had to walk a longer 
distance than necessary to approach 
the house. 
The 
entrance 
walk 


should never be curved, he said un- 
less there is good reason for it. 


"The lawn is the foreground of 


the picture," Mr. j\ust declared. 
"The side lawns and back lawns 
create a background for tho picture-. 
Trees are used to frame the house, 
to give it scale, accent as well as 
shade." 


Shrubs have various uses in land- 


scaping and are especially useful in 
bringing the house and grounds Into 
the same picture by softening the 
junction of strong vertical corner 
lines with the horizonal ground lm€. 
They also separate the foreground. 
from the background of tho house: 
they give a feeling oC individuality 
and privacy in boundary planting*: 
enhance features which 
othertviso 


would be ugly by screening them. 


"Don't lot the formal design Ret 


tho best of jou," Or. Aust caution- 
ed. "It is better to mnko tho most 
of any natural surroundings 
you 


have. 
If you uso trees, remember 


that your doorway should not be 
hidden 
from 
sight, but 
framed 


through the trees. Tree sunups mako 
interesting studies 
and are

beautiful than n single peifect speci- 
men in your front jard. 


Dr. Aust 
also pointed

sons "why the Communists ha\o no 
chance In the 
immediate 
future 


there are eight, eminently practical 
reasons why this is true. First, the 
Soviet Union is not prepared for a 
Communist revolution abroad. Sec- 
ond, the five to six million unem- 
ployed in Germany are receiving, it 
is true, "not enough to live on." but 
"too much to dia on." 
Third, the 


Communists have no arms, or none 
of any importance for a revolution, 
Fourth, they have no money. Fifth, 
they have no revolutionary elan. 
Sixth, they have no revolutionary 
leaders of anv thine: like the riual.tj 
oC a score or 
Russian 
comrade* 


P«\enth, they ha%6 no influent in 
th« U^irhswehr, little among thej»o- 
h<-e. F,i*h»h. thn approximately 4, 


900,000 members of the three non- 
Communist militant political organ- 
izations in Germany, 
the 
Reichs 


Banner, the Steel Helmet, and the 
Hitler Storm Troops, constitute a 
force differing among 
themselves 


on almost every point except their 
hostility to the Communists, and 
capable of initiating such a popular 
resistance to a Communist uprising 
that its chances of success would 
be small from this reason alone. 


These are the conditions existing 


at the present. 
It would not be 


necessary to alter all of them to 
alter the Communist chances. What 
alterations are possible? 


The Soviet Union will not be pre- 


pared to endure the risks involved 
for itself in a Communist revolution 
in Germany until it is prepared to 
endure the risks of a war. A Com- 
munist revolution in Germany, aside 
from its other consequences, would 
almost inevitably mean mobilization 
of the Polish Army? Mobilization of 
the Polish 
Army 
would mean 
a 


mobilization of the Red Army. Au- 
gust, 1914, taught what that means. 
The Soviet Union will be prepared 
to take* these risks at the earliest 
when the Five-Year Plan is com- 
pleted, at the end of 1933. 
It is 


hard to believe that even then it 
would willingly assume the risks. 


Revolution Menace Fades 


Until the Soviet Union is willing 


to assume such risks it is difficult 
to see where the German Commun- 
ists are going to get arms or money 
and, although 
it is popularly pre- 


sumed that the Soviet Union is pre- 
paring itself one day to take the of- 
fensive in the world revolutionary 
front, there are reasons for uncer- 
tainty as to what form such an of- 
fensive would assume. 


German Communists deny 
that 


they expect to depend upon obtain- 
ing arms from 
the Soviet 
Union. 


Russian Communists deny that the 
Communist 
International 
con- 


templates promoting the world revo- 
lution by smuggling arms from the 
Soviet Union to abroad. 
This is 


contradicted by Chinese experience 
but that was in an earlier period of 
Comintern strategy. 
A statement 


that would be admitted 
even by 


Soviet partisans would be that the 
Soviet Union will not 
permit the 


shipment of arms 
to 
Communist 


parties abroad until it is willing to 
risk war. 


On 
the 
decisively 
important 


aspects of German Communist arma- 
ment, training and 
revolutionary 


spirit, the Police Commissioner of 
Essen, Dr. Curt Melcher, gave me 
the benefit of his observations dur- 
ing the thirteen years of his experi- 
ence as head 
of the 
armed 
civil 


forces in the most hotly contested 
proletarian district 
of 
Germany, 


where in 
1920 after 
the 
Kapp 


Putsch, the Red Army held sway. 
It was the most serious Communist 
achievement in Germany with the 
exception of the 
Bavarian 
Soviet 


Republic, 
a 
year 
earlier, 
when 


Munich and its environs were held 
by the Reds. 
Dr. Melcher's expe- 


rience is not calculated to bias him 
toward underestimation of the Com- 
munists. 


"Since 1919," he declared, 
"the 


revolutionary danger of the Com- 
munists has steadily become less in 
Germany. 
This is my observation 


despite their greatly increased vot- 
ing itrenyth.'1 


Dr. Melcher cited & fetr examples. 


A fairly complete list worth the at- 
tention of any one interested in de- 
termining the immediate prospects 
of Communist revolution in Europe 
as well as in G«rmany reads as fol- 
lows:

Police Handle Situation 


The waning force of Communist 


revolutionary energy 
in 
Germany 


is 
clearly 
demonstrated 
in 
this 


chronological succession of 
events. 


They begin with widespread upris- 
ings in which the Communists bat- 
tle both police and army. They cul- 
minate in the Bavarian Soviet Re- 
public, where for two months 
the 


Red troops defeated both police and 
army. 
They end 
thirteen 
years 


later in a series of street skirmishes 
in which the army is not required 
at all and the police emerge decis- 
ive victors. 


"I am convinced," declared Dr. 


Melcher, "that the danger of Com- 
munist revolution today is incom- 
parably less than shortly after the 
war in spite of the imposing vote 
polled by the 
Communist Party. 


F"rom my point of view there are 
two chief reasons, and the first of 
them is that the- Communists have 
virtually no effective 
arms. 
Im- 


mediately after the war the 
arms 


among the population were consider- 
able. Many, if not most of the sol- 
diers, took th-e-ir rifles home 
with 


them. 
Today fourteen years have 


elapsed since the end of the war. 
Even if these weapons had been re- 
tained, most of them would be to- 
day useless, for to keep a rifle in 
order it must be carefully attended 
and it is impossible carefully to at- 
tend a rifle buried in the ground 
or in some remote place. T know too 
well the difficulties of keeping arms 
in good condition to believe that it 
would have been possible to preserve 
effectively, any rifles 
that 
might 


have been concealed. 


"But most of these rifles were 


taken away from the population in 
a series of confiscations. The Com- 
munist attempts at uprising 
that 


have taken place since 1929 have 
not revealed the possession of arms 
in any considerable quantities even 
though they may still be possessed 
of a number of revolvers and small 
arms. This was quite different In 
1920 
when the 
Communists 
were 


well equipped with rifles and 
am 


munition. 


"Secondly, 
however, the 
Com 


mxinists in 1920 were made up of 
comparatively young men who had 
served in the \\ar and 
were 
not 


only skillful 
in the 
handling 
of 


arms but knew military tactics, 
witnessed the storming- of the Rath- 
aus in Ess^n b\ the Red Guard in 
1920 and can testify that they went 
about it in approved military fash- 
ion, advancing bv degrees, consol- 
idating their positions and mo\ ing 


• forward at 
the strategic moment. 


This could 
not be the case today. 


The \oung Communists today who 
want to fight a-e 100 young to have 
served in the war. Those who did 
serve are older today and perhaps 
not so eager for action. Field Mar- 
shal von Moltke once said: Battles 
are decided by line troops not by the 
Home Guard.' The Communist line 
troops of 1920 are the Communist 
Home Guard of today. 


Revolted Against Kapp 


"There remains," went on the Po 


lice Commissioner, "only the pos- 
sibility that the Communists might 
obtain weapons from abroad. 
But 


in my whole experience here I have 
never been able to obtain evidence 
that the Communists have received 
weapons smuggled from abroad, al- 
though the Dutch frontier is close 
at hand. I am unnble to testify as 
to the conditions obtaining on he 
northern frontiers, 
nor as to the 


possibilities of the Communists re- 
ceiving weapons from the Soviet Un- 
ion, 
but I consider that also 
im- 


pi ubabte. 


i 
"My explanation for the diminu- 


tion in 
Communist 
revolutionary 


clan is the fact that the people for 
ten years have -watched these re- 
peated efforts. s,een 
them 
always 


fail and get weaker and weaker. It 
may be partly for this reason that 
the Ruhr \\ orkers, contrary to popu- 
lar belief, are not so revolutionary 
as those of Berlin and 
Hamburg 


where the influence of a great city 
has much to do with the attitude of 
the Communists. 


"Besides that it must be taken 


into consideration 
that 
since the 


1919 
Bavarian Soviet Republic the 


only really serious attempt of 
the 


Communists, the Ruhr and Central 
German outbreaks of 1920, were 
a 


counter-revolution against the Kapp 
regime. The news came that Kapp 
had seized the pow er 
and 
woulc 


take away from the 
workers al 


they had achieved 
by the revolu- 


tion. 
They responded 
by 
revolt 


But they revolted 
chiefly against 


Kapp. 
"When 
Kapp 
was 
over- 


thrown the prime reason 
for 
the 


Communist revolt disappeared. 


"I wish to emphasize," continued 


the Police Commissioner, "that al'. 
that I have said concerns the revo- 
lutionary aspect of Communism. It 
is a curious fact that as the revolu- 
tionary force of German Commun- 
ism diminishes, the voting strength 
of the party increases. 
I explain 


this as a result of the 
desperate 


•economic conditions in 
Germany. 


The majority of the voters who vote 
for the Communist ticket are 
not 


thereby indicating 
that 
they 
are 


willing to fight for the Communist 
program. 
They are 
merely 
pro 


testing against the economic 
dis 


tress. 
The number of Communist 


votes is by no means a. criterion of 
the revolutionary 
strength of 
the 


party. 


Police For the Republic 


"It is also my observation that 


the financial assistance rendered by 
Moscow to the German Communists 
has considerably diminished. 
This, 


too, 
has weakened the revolutionary 


strength of the party. Money is nec- 
essary to finance strikes. The lack

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AMENDING THE AMENDMENT 


"Nothing: In the constitution of the 


United States shall prevent any state 
from taking over complete control of 
the manufacture, transportation, im- 
portation and sale of Intoxicating bev- 
erages within its own territory, and ex- 
portation thereof to such other states, 
countries and territories as do not pro- 
hibit same; provided, however, that the 
plan under which that state proposes to 


',- 
take over such liquor control is first ap- 
proved by the people of that state in a 
; -• 
statewide referendum." 
The above is the proposed amend- 


ment of the 18th Amendment upon 
which Democratic leaders are trying to 
' agree in order to present a united 


-, front on the prohibition question. 


Depressions are by their nature 


' - ephemeral. In the past they have come 


and gone. In the future, if we are wise, 
we may so build as to avoid them. But 
prohibition is with us as a national 
issue and will so continue until a better 
solution of it is made. Such a solution 
cannot be made unless it squares with 
the will of the people. 


The drys are willing to pussyfoot 


and shield their eyes to the facts. They 
have what they want, that is a decla- 
ration that we have- prohibition. But 
they won't look at the ugly muss that 
actually exists in spite of the declara- 
tion. In the language of Walter Lipp- 
mann: 


"What the 18th Amendment really 


prohibits today is not the saloon and 
not the manufacture and sale of intoxi- 
cants but the regulation of liquor. It 


" effectively prevents any effective con- 


trol. It is a legal prohibition against 
laws regulating- liquor. It is a constitu- 
tional obstacle to any attempt to limit, 
to restrain or to tax the operations of 
the most lucrative business in the un- 
derworld." 
Putting it another way the question 


is not whether we are going to have 


' intoxicants but whether we are going 
r. to have decent ones; not whether we 


are going to have drinking but whether 


" we are going to have unrestrained 
-j, drinking: not whether we are going to 
M"~ have millions of dollars spent for in- 
?''toxicants but whether those many mil- 


lions shall be disbursed to dignified 


. labor and paid to the government in 


taxes. So far as the money involved 


' ' is concerned it is merely a question of 


x whether it shall go to 
honest 
men 
; working in clean and wholesome sur- 


roundings or to the underworld work- 
ing up back alleys; whether it shall go 
to the dark princes of crime to support 
bodyguards, villas in Florida, private 
yachts, and subsidize still further vast 
criminal operations like bank robbing 
syndicates and kidnapping gangs or 
whether it shall go into the United 
States treasury to pay the expenses 
of government and for the interest and 
retirement of the national debt. 


A further provision should be added 


to the proposal. There must be perfect 
freedom upon the part of the states 
that elect to permit the lawful regu- 
lation of liquor to discard it at any 
time they see fit. We have no more 
right to hobble or ham-string the next 
generation concerning its social cus- 
toms than the last generation had a 
right to tie us to the mast. It is con- 
ceivable that future generations will 
make progress toward actual or prac- 
tical prohibition. If our great-grand- 
children want it the}' should have it. 


The general sense of the proposal 


will appeal, not only to the wets, but 
to those Americans who believe in the 
.stout truth of the following quotation: 


"No political dreamer Tias ever wild 


enough to think of breaking down the 
lines which separate the states, and of 
compounding- the American people into 
one common mass." 
That was written into a decision of 


the United States supreme court by 
Chief Justice Marshall in 1819. 


But we have had a lot of political 


i dreamers and wilder in their theories 


than the venerable Chief Justice could 
«ver foresee. Indeed, some of the things

his interest in the club, although it was 
one of the best money earners in base- 
ball history. 


Altogether, Wrigley is believed to 


have spent $6,000,000 building up the 
Chicago National league club. It was 
purely a hobby with him and he often 
said that as long as he could afford 
such an expensive hobby and give fans 
a thrill, he was happy. He would rather 
watch a good ball game than a stock- 
holders' meeting and listen to bumper 
reports. 


Baseball will miss him and his 


genius. 


JIM ISN'T THE ONLY ONE 
The Atlantic Monthly has printed 


an expose of Senator Jim Watson of 
Indiana. 


But it only exposes Jim to the very 


few who aren't familiar with his tor- 
tuous political path. Every man who 
has chased a calf through the woods 
will have some idea of this senator's 
political career and the constant twist- 
ings and squirmings which no man, 
least of all Jim himself, could ever 
guess would happen. 


And yet Senator Watson, like the 


vice president, has friendly, kindly 
qualities. He may be what Mr. Kent 
calls "a lovable old humbug," but we 
hate to think that he can achieve po- 
litical success by building on the pre- 
mise that what the American people 
want in high places in a ducking hell- 
diver.

One of the characteristic symp- 


toms of shock, perhaps the most ob- 
vious Indication in the eyes of the 
casual observer, 
Is 
the 
shallow 


breathing of the victim. 
At first 


sight it almost seems breathing has 
ceased until perhaps a feeble sigh 
gives evidence that there Is still life. 


As significant as the falling pulse 


and the sinking consciousness to- 
ward the end of any exhausting ill- 
ness Is the depression or lowering 
of the breathing. 


It Is a -well known fact that a 


form of "pneumonia" • Is likely to 
develop and carry the victim off af- 
ter rescue from submersion, from 
exposure to cold, or from prolong- 
ed deprivation—all of which ordi- 
narily produce extreme exhaustion 
or vital depression. The popular ex- 
planation of-th'is, based on antiqua- 
ted medical theories, is that the vic- 
tim has "taken cold" and developed 
pneumonia. But such a notion does 
not suffice for the scientific Inves- 
tigator, for the "pneumonia" in such 
cases Is not an inflammatory con- 
dition at all, but rather a mechan- 
ical one, practically mere congestion 
of stagnation of blood in lower por- 
tions of the lungs. 
Precisely the 


same mechanical stagnation of blood 
in the bases of deepest portions of 
the chest cavity, called by physi- 
cians "hypostatic congestion is the 
usual terminal condition noted by 
examination In most prolonged fatal 
illnesses. 


Physiologists ascribe this stagna- 


tion of blood in the lower chest re- 
gion to weakening of the force which 
drives the blood from the veins back 
into the right side of the heart and 
on through the lungs to the left 
side of the heart. 
This force is 


called venous pressure. It seems to 
be chiefly the effect of the pressure 
or squeezing of the muscles through- 
out the body on the veins which 
convey the blood back toward 
the 


heart. Hence the general muscular

Be Punctual

We dislike tardiness in other peo- 


ple but most of us are given to ex- 
cusing it in ourselves. It isn't to roll 
out of bed on time, get to the bath- 
room, the breakfast table, and off 
for the day's -work, on the minute. 
A lifetime of discipline and routine 
fails to cure most of us of the desire 
to wait Just a minute longer. The 
voice of the sluggard is akin to our 
own. 


We older people have learned the 


expediency of being on time. The 
children know nothing of expediency 
or of time. "We have to- instil those 
notions early and often in the hope 
that they will take root and flour- 
ish In days to come. We set 
the 


alarm clock, we prod and poke and 
utter stern maxims and the children 
grumble openly as we do Inwardly 
So painfully we acquire the virtue 
of punctuality. 


School Is 'rigid about, this matter. 


It has to be. If work docs not be- 
gin on the stroke of the bell the time 
will slip away and with nothing to 
show for it. Wasted minutes of 
classroom work add up into hours 
before term, end and wa have no 
hours to spare. School time is val- 
uable beyond all price. We must be 
punctual. 


The teacher has an uphill struggle 


to maintain this standard in the 
classroom.: There are always the 
stragglers, the tardy, the late to be 
reckoned with. The teacher is torn 
between the desire to save time for 
the class and her duty to push the 
tardy ones. If she takes time to ad- 
monish them the punctual ones pay. 
Lateness becomes a school sm.. The 
pupil who- commits it is punished.

Study those a few minutes and see 


where the responsibility lies. If ris- 
ing time is set, if the children are 
required to sit down for breakfast 
early enough 
and at a

time, if they are started

school by the qlock day by day, the 


habit will be set in their body and 
bones and they can't be late. 


I don't like to see children pea* 


alized for something they really can- 
not do anj thing about. Instead of 
scolding them and •wasting time that 
belongs to the punctual ones, ju&t 
send a card home with the school 
hours clearly printed, upon it, and 
a request for cooperation for the 
child's sake. 


I know there are temperamentally 


late children. Push them by the 
clock. They have to live with the 
rest of us and the sooner they adjust 
themselves the better. 
But 
they; 


can't do it alone.

OF LAWMAKERS 


COSTS BIG SUM 


Special Charges, Without 


Salaries, Alone Amount 


to $43,000 


BY JOHN E. ROHAN 


(Special to Post-Crescent) 


Madison—The present special ses- 


sion will soon close. Whether or not 
it will have accomplished much in 
the way of relief remains 
to be 


seen. It has, however established a 
new record for the length of special 
sessions and perhaps it might be in- 
teresting to see approximately what 
a special costs the state. 


The session was called on Nov. 24, 


1931. In the first five weeks, up to 
Jan. 1, 1932, figures issued by th« 
Secretary of State showed that th» 
costs of the session exclusive of sal- 
aries and mileage of assemblymen 
and senators, was $21,663.77. 
This 


an average cost to the state of 


$4,333.15 per week. Assuming that 
the costs of the session 
for 
each 


week remain about the same, the 
cost for the nine weeks that 
th« 


legislature has been in session would 
be about 538,998.35. This figure in- 
cludes the salaries of the sergeant 
and chief clerk of both the senate 
and the assembly and the costs of 
printing and supplies for the legis- 
lature. 


The members of the legislature 


are paid for one round trip from 
their homes to Madison at the rate 
of ten cents per mile, as additional 
compensation for the 
special ses- 


sion. This mileage for the Senators 
and the Assemblymen amounts to 
$4,056.50. Accordingly $4,056.50 add- 
ed to the estimated cost of wages, 
supplies, etc., §38,998.35 brings tha 
total to $43,054.85. This figure does 
not include the salaries of either 
the Senators or the Assemblymen. 


Assemblymen are paid $100 per 


month for their term of two years, 
and Senators from 
the odd num- 


bered districts are paid at the same 
rate, but for a four year period. Sen- 
ators from the even number districts 
are, however, still on their old $500 
salary, the reason being that their 
increased salary cannot take effect 
until after they start new terms. 
The total amount paid by the state 
for salaries of legislative members 
from Jan. 1, 1931, to Jan. 1, 1933, 


be $288,880. 


How much of this amount would 


you charge against the special ses- 
sion? There- are two' ways of figur- 
ing it. You might take the actual 
amount that the members are paid 
for the two months of the. special 
session. That 'would amount to about 
$25,000 figured conservatively. This 
however does not take into consider- 
ation the fact that members are. 
paid for every month regardless of 
whether or not they are in session. 


The second and perhaps the more 


logical "way to figure it is this way. 
The members are paid $288,800. Ths 
legislature met for six months in 
the regular session 
and 
for two 


months in the special session. Since 
the members are really paid lor the 
work they do in Madison we can 
allocate this amount between the 
two sessions and accordingly we 
would charge about one fourth of 
the total salary cost to the special 
session. 
This would mean 
about 


$73,000 for salaries to members. 


To summarize, the cost of the ses- 


sion, when figured in the most con- 
servative way will be at least $68.- 
054.85. When figured as a cost ac- 
countant -would figure it, the total 
cost might easily run ag high as 
?120,OQQ. Figure it as you choose. 
Either way it's a lot of money.

try's Standing

New York —(CPA)— The empire 


flag ot Prussia and the Hanseatlc 
cities will be unfurled and the gooae 
step will be seen on Staten island 
this spring. Determined to extend 
its activities Into every land where 
German citizens reside, the Stahl- 


helm Bund der Prontsoldateia has or- 
ganized its comrades and established 
headquarter* at 156 E. Ninety-third- 
st. Its membership In th« father- 
land Is composed principally of re- 
actionary war veterans known as 
"Stahlhelms" or steel helmets. There 
are 1,250,000 members. 


The crew of every German-man- 


ned boat arriving in this port includ- 
es a sizeable gi-oup of Stahlhelms, 
who must report to the headquarters 
within a specified time after their 
arrival. There they meet the New 
York comrades, discuss the present 
state of German affairs and occasion 
ally go to Kreutzer hall, 227 E. Eigh- 
ty-sixth-st for a drill or setting-up 
exercises. It was learned today that 
a far more comprehensive training 
will be started soon at a camp near 
Richmond hill on Staten Island and 
will continue all summer. 


Founded in 1918 


The organization was founded by 


Tranz Selclt, captain of a machine 


gun company At Madgoburg, shortly 
after th« social revolution of 1918. 
Its aims correspond with those of 
the Hitlerites In that both organi- 
zations are actively opposed to the 
spread of Communism. 
But there 


the similarity ends. The Stahlhelms 
ar» not committed to any political 
party, although they are National- 
istic and lean toward the right wing. 
Many of their number 
voted for 


Hitler, although they were not mem- 
bers of his organization. One can- 
not belong to both. 


Some of the aims of the organi- 


zation were explained today by Kurt 
Schmidt of the Hotel St. Moritz. He 
la the liaison officer for New York, 
having been an active member in 
Germany. 


Tho original purpose of the organ- 


ization was to assist comrades re- 
turning from the battlefields to pri- 
vate life, Mr. Schmidt explained. Its 
sole political aim was to stop the 


chaos of the revolution, with Its 
threat of Bolshevism. But from this 
uncertain 
beginning 
has sprung 


something far more concrete. 


"Every Stahlhelm Is sworn to fight 


against that section of the treaty of 
Versaillies which holds Germany re- 
sponsible for the war," Schmidt said. 
"\Ve want to get that erased. 


"We- are opposed to Germany's 


participation in the League of Xa- 
tions as long as the 
unjustifiable 


Treaty of Versailles holds fast and 
unless everybody disarms. 
If all 


the nations do not disarm then our 
steel helmets favor the restoration 
of the German army to It.i former 
strength through compulso.y mili- 
tary service. 


"We are waging a fight for the 


restoration of the German colonies. 
Wo are anxious to see a final settle- 
ment of the reparations problem. We 
desire the restoration of the

Washington — Protection by the ra- 


dio commission of the right of free 
speech over the radio Is demanded 
by Representative Thomas R. Amlie 
of Elkhorn in a resolution requiring 
the Federal Radio commission to 
take action. 


Rep. Amlie explained that his ac- 


tion was prompted by the barring 
from the air of the Rev. Herman J. 
Hahn by station WOR, Buffalo, N. 
T., on the grounds that his sermon 
was not of the conventional type and 
attacked the unequal distribution of 
wealth. 


Although the commission has been 


given complete power by law to reg- 
ulate radio 
broadcasting, a large 


part of this power has been dele- 
gated to the broadcasters who have 
agreed to esrcise the power delegat- 
ed them in accordance with a broad- 
casting code of ethics, according- to 
Rep. Amlie. 


Denied Right 


The denial to Rev. Hahn of the 


right of free speech Is only the last 
incident in a long line of flagrant 
violations, said Amlie. 


"There has never in history been 


such a complete failure on the part 
of a regulatory body to achieve that 
for -which it was created as in the 
case of the Federal Radio commis- 
sion. Despite the power of full con- 
trol of broadcasting by the Federal 
Radio commission, , the 
programs 


during the past two years become BO 
definitely committed to appeal to a 
thirteen year old mentality that peo- 
ple above that mental age have sim- 
ply quit listening to the broadcasts. 
As a result fewer sets are sold and 
the independent manufacturers of 
sets are virtually all in bankruptcy,' 
Amlie added. 


To correct this state of affairs 


the Wisconsin congressman may ask 
congress to take action to Improve 
radio programs and, Incidentally, to 
eliminate undesirable advertising. 


"The Radio commission has adopt- 


ed the principle that advertising is 
to be the basis of broadcasting In 
the United States. If a good pro- 
gram is occasionally broadcast the 
listener must sumbit to a saletalk 
that he would never take from a 
doorbell pusher, says Amlie. 


"Frankly, I believe a bill provid- 


ing capital punishment for all radio 
announcers would meet with over- 
whelming support." 


Cites Figures 


Citing figures to indicate that the 


radio listener pays 90 per cent of the 
total operating cost of radio includ- 
ing broadcasting, Rep. Amlie asks 
"Why not pay the whole bill and 
do away with the prostitution of art 
that has taken place?" H« referred 
to the high type of radio programs 
broadcast in. Germany and France. 


"I am not willing to concede that 


people of Europe are generally cul- 
tured and that the American public 
has the mentality of a thirteen year 
old child. This, however, would be 
the Inevitable deduction to be drawn 
from the programs broadcast. 


"The trouble in the United States 


ia largely the fact that the people 
with thirteen year old minds can 
write and do write. This writing is, 
of course, stimulated by the. broad- 
casters. The people of higher Intel- 
ligence can write but do not do so. 
If people who appreciate good mu- 
sic -would write to their represen 
tatlves In congress, results would 
come quickly."* » *

Inspector Uncovers Practice 


Being Used in Factory in 
Southern Part of State 


Madison — Adulterated 
cheese- 


made by using large quantities of 
skim milk 
powder la the latest 


racket to be unearthed by the de- 
partment of agriculture and mar- 
kets. P. H. Mickle, Inspector for the 
department, 
while 
working 
th« 


southwestern section of the, state 
found a factory 
with "adulterated 


cheese and with large quantities of 
skim milk powder on hand. 


The scheme employed was to skim 


off the butter 
fat and substitute 


skim milk powder, the cheese mak- 
er evidently having failed to appre- 
ciate the fact that skim milk pow- 
der contains from 50 to (to per cent 
of milk sugar. When used in cheese 
making, practically 
all 
of these 


sugars are lost in the whey and the 
loss of this large quantity of sugar, 
practically doubles the price of any 
casein or cheese making constitU' 
ents of the skim milk powder.
